SIR WALROND SINCLAIR’S ADDRESS 


The Fifteenth Annual General Meeting of the British Tyre 
and Rubber Company, Limited, was held on 12 December at 
Winchester House, Old Broad Street, London, E.C. 

Sir Walrond Sinclair, K.B.E., chairman and _ managing 
director of the company, presiding, said the net profit, subject 
to tax, was £217,933, against £177,112. This is the eighth 
successive year in which we have been able to report an 
increase in profits. The immediate effect of the war in our 
business was a sharp increase in demand for our products, 

The year’s results fully justify the maintenance of the 
ordinary dividend at the same level as for each of the past five 
years by the payment for this year of a final dividend at the 
rate of 44 per cent. 

I must tell you frankly, however, that in the prevailing cir- 
cumstances, and purely as a precautionary measure, the question 
of the bonus was considered very carefully and it was your 
directors’ first intention to restrict it to the same level as last 
year—viz, 2 per cent. It was realised, however, that in this 
event, owing to the recent stepping up of income tax from 
5s. 6d. to 7s. in the £, the shareholders’ net income would 
actually be reduced. The extent of the difference in the higher 
income tax rate mentioned above is exactly three-quarters of 
1 per cent. We felt, therefore, that it might be acceptable to 
shareholders at this time to bridge this difference, and this we 
are doing with a small margin by recommending a bonus of 
3 per cent. In other words, we propose to maintain the distri- 
bution on the same level as the last three years, plus an addi- 
tional 1 per cent. bonus to cover the increased rate of income 
tax. 


VOLUNTARY CONTROL PANEL 


At the outbreak of war the rubber industry reacted to the 
altered situation promptly and, I respectfully submit, in a 
manner worthy of the occasion. Early in September a Volun- 
tary Control Panel was set up. 

In addition to the important question of essential raw 
materials involved, the problems of man-power, manufacturing 
capacity and equipment, technical specifications, transport, etc., 
one of the main functions of the panel is thoroughly to examine 
all aspects surrounding price changes for the manufactured 
product within the industry, and I can assure you that every 
proposed price tincrease is considered most carefully by a 
special expert committee of accountants under the independent 
chairmanship of @ barrister-at-law upon the basis of manufac- 
turing costs, and only approved by the Voluntary Control Panel 
when such approval is considered to be fully justified. 

Taken as a whole, the increased prices put into operation by 
the industry since the commencement of hostilities are unques- 
tionably less than the actual additional cost of raw materials 
to the manufacturing undertakings. 


IMPORTANCE OF OVERSEAS TRADE 

There is one important aspect of trading conditions to which 
I should like to make special reference. With a nation at war, 
our first thought must necessarily be that our national effort 
should be directed to the adequate equipment together with 
its efficient maintenance for the Armed Forces and to the pre- 
servation of essential services at home. While this undoubtedly 
must be the primary consideration, it is equally important that 
we should not overlook the fact that historically and geographic- 
ally this nation is so vitally dependent on overseas trade. 

We must always import a substantial proportion of our 
reguirements in raw materials and food, and in war-time those 
requirements are, if anything, greater than ever. ‘These im- 
ports must obviously be paid for either out of the existing 
resources in the form of gold and overseas investments, or by 
exports. If our export trade is neglected or even unduly re- 
tarded, as time goes on we automatically deplete our external 
resources. 


EXPORT OPPORTUNITIES FOR BRITISH GOODS 


Export trade is more essential to the nation to-day than ever 
before. Logically there should be a proportion of the nation’s 
effort directed towards export trade at least equal to the pro- 
portion of our needs which we have to import. That may be 
an economic ideal difficult to attain under war conditions, but 
I am convinced we can go a long way towards it. Great oppor- 
tunities undoubtedly exist. There are buyers practically all 
over the world, at present cut off from their normal markets 
of recent years, who would welcome British goods if they were 
more readily available. 

With a lead from the Government, coupled with an assurance 
that (subject to the prior allocation of supplies essential for the 
Fighting Forces and home services) an appropriate proportion 
of the balance of the nation’s resources both of material and 
man-power would be earmarked for export trade and allocated 
sufficiently far ahead, manufacturers could then plan their 
approach to overseas markets on sound business lines and with 
the confidence that they would be able to fulfil their contracts. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

WHOLESALE PRICES IN NOVEMBER 
BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER 


The following table shows the movement of wholesale prices in the last thirteen months in each of the eleven 
groups of commodities specified. It also shows the changes over the same period in prices of (a) industrial materials, 
classified according to stage of manufacture, and (6) building materials. All the commodities included in (a) and (6) 
are also included in their appropriate groups (V—X1). 

The regular series of prices recorded by trade journals and private firms, on which the index numbers are based, 
was partially interrupted in September by the outbreak of war. Information has since been received regarding 
the gaps in the series and also definitive data regarding the relationship between certain descriptions of commodities 
now under price control and commodities of a similar kind formerly quoted at free market rates. The index 
numbers for September and October 1939 have been revised in accordance with this later information.

Wholesale prices, as measured by the Board of 
Trade, were on the average nearly 6 per cent. higher 
in November than in October, this increase following 
rises in September and October of 7} and 5 per cent., 
respectively. The increase for food in November was 
about 5} per cent. and that.for industrial materials and 
manufactures about 6 per cent., a rise in price 
being recorded for each group of commodities. Com- 
pared with a year earlier the increases were :— 
General index, 19 per cent. ; food prices, 274 per cent. ; 
industrial materials and manufactures, 15 per cent. 


The re-grouping of the industrial materials and 
manufactures (except fuel) according to the stage of 
completion which the products have reached into basic 
materials, intermediate products and manufactured 
articles showed in comparison with the preceding 
month inereases of about 9, 44 and 5 per cent., 
respectively; compared with a year earlier there were 
increases of 284, 18 and 74 per cent. Prices of building 
materials were about 14 and 5} per cent., respectively, 
higher than a month and a year earlier. 


In the aggregate, prices of both food and industrial 
materials and manufactures rose in each week of 
November, the increases in the first half of the month 
being considerably greater than in the second half.

Food and Tobacco.—The increase for cereals (13 per 
cent.) was due to the substantial rises recorded for 
home-grown and imported wheat (18 to 234 per cent.), 
home-grown malting and feeding barley (20 to 22 per 
cent.), maize (21 per cent.) and oatmeal (164 per 
cent.), and to smaller increases for all the other items 
included in the group with the exception of straight- 
run flour, for which the control price was unchanged. 








Special Article—Continued 


The rises shown for the meat, fish and eggs group (34 
per cent.) and the miscellaneous food group (14 per 
cent.) were unimportant as compared with that re- 
corded for cereals, but there were a number of substan- 
tial changes within the groups. The principal increases 
in the meat, fish and eggs group were in respect of 
pork (8 per cent.), bacon (5 to 9 per cent.), hams (20 
per cent.) and eggs (Danish 224 and English 19} per 
cent.), the rise in egg prices being seasonal. Home- 
grown beef (better qualities) was rather cheaper and 
mutton rather dearer. Wet fish prices, following the 
substantial rise in September, have shown little change 
in the two sueceeding months, while herrings in 
November were cheaper than in August. The only im- 
portant price change in the miscellaneous food group 
was an increase of 18 per cent. for cheese. The con- 
siderable increase in the price of tomatoes and the de- 
creases for onions and oranges are not unusual, as such 
commodities are liable to rather wide price movements 
according to quality and season, The contract price of 
milk advanced 4d. per gallon (3 per cent.) in Novem- 
ber and potatoes were rather dearer. No change was 
recorded in the prices of butter, sugar, tea and tobacco, 
and coffee and cocoa prices were substantially 
unchanged, 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—The most 
important increase was in respect of the iron and steel 
group, where prices in the aggregate showed an 
advance of about 8% per cent. In general pig-iron 
prices increased by about 74 to 9 per cent., steel billets 
and tin and sheet bars 13} per cent., and finished steel 
634 to 11 per cent. Tinplates were on the average some 
25 to 30 per cent. dearer in October than in September, 
and the averages for November showed a further rise 
of about 18 to 23 per cent. The average value of 
imported iron ore was considerably higher in November, 
the kinds included in the index showing a rise of about 
25 per cent. Coal prices, apart from Nottingham 
household coal, which was unchanged, showed rises in 
November ranging from 3 to 44 per cent. Little move- 
ment was recorded in the quotations for non-ferrous 
metals. Textiles were mostly dearer, the group indices 
showing rises of 84 per cent. for cotton, 84 per 
cent. for wool, and 9 per cent. for other textiles. Ameri- 
can raw cotton was on the average 94 per cent. dearer 
in November and Egyptian 5 per cent., but changes for 
yarns and cloth, apart from American yarns, were in- 
considerable. The index for raw wool showed an 
increase of about 74 per cent. and there were rises for 
tops and noils (11 te 16 per cent.) and yarns (33 
to 104 per cent.). Among other textiles there was a 
marked rise in the price of jute, but hemp quotations 
Prices of artificial silk advanced 24d. per 
lb., representing increases of about 5 to 8 per cent. for 
the kinds included in the index, and there was a rise of 
about 10 per cent. in the quotations for linen yarns. 
Among chemicals and oils the most important increases 
in price in the course of the month were in respect of 
‘** pool ’’ burning oil 14d. per gallon (20 per cent.), 
motor spirit 14d. per gallon (84 per cent.) and fuel oil 
4d. per gallon (5 per cent.), while soap for house- 
hold purposes advanced by about 12} per cent. 
Smaller were recorded for certain chemicals, 
fertilisers and drugs. In the miscellaneous group 
there was a further considerable increase in the price 
of waste paper, and rises of 25 per cent. for hides and 
23 per cent. for calfskins. The monthly average 
price for rubber was about 9} per cent. higher. Among 
building materials cement advanced 2s. per ton (5 per 
cent.) and Thames ballast 6d. per yard (7 per cent.).

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 


HYDRATED LIME AND LIME-CEMENT 
MORTAR (A.R.P) 

Two British Standard Specifications which have 
been recently published in the BS/ARP series relate 
to hydrated lime and mortar. 

The hydrated lime covered by BS/ARP 24 is intended for 
use in making a cement-lime mortar for bonding brickwork 
and masonry, and it provides for hydrated lime produce!

It is expected that there will be a larger area under barley 
this year. Lifting of early potatoes has started; there is a 
good demand for potatoes for export and prices offered are 
comparatively satisfactory. The onion export season is 
nearing the end; there is a good production of onion sets, 
but the price is low. 

Cotton picking is practically completed but production is 
poor; good prices are offered for seed cotton. Preparation 
of fields for sowing the new crop of flax is in progress ; 
vetting is nearing completion. Cumin prices keep the pre- 
vious level and there is an increasing demand. 

Damage to citrus fruits by winds is reported; owing to 
shipping difficulties the situation is unfavourable, Stocks 
of carobs are now in the hands of merchants. Olive gather- 
ing is in progress but the crop is very poor and production 
is of low quality. All vegetables meet with good demand. 
Vintage is over and the production of wine and raisins both 
in quantity and quality is good.—Government of Cyprus 
Information Office in London.

IMPORT LICENSING REGULATIONS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 7 December 1939 (pages 774-777), the High 
Commissioner for Australia has now received telegraphic 
advice that the Regulations have been amended to provide 
for goods on firm order to be treated as follows :— 

Categories A, B and C.—Where the importer satisfies 
the Customs Department that the quantity is normal and 
that the order was placed and actually accepted before 
1 December, a licence may be granted io the extent of 
a normal quantity, but the conditions of licence will re- 
quire importation to be made not Jater than 30 April 
1940. Licences granted in respect of goods in categories A, 
B and C are to be charged against the importer’s current 
and future allocation of permissible imports. 

Category D.—Where the importer satisfies the Customs 
Departinent that the quantity is normal and that the order 
was placed and actually accepted before 1 November, a 
licence may be granted to the extent of a normal quantity, 
but the conditions of the licence will require importation 
not later than 31 March 1940.

WOOLLEN AND WORSTED TISSUES: CER- 
TIFICATES OF ORIGIN FOR EXPORTS TO

EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 

Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
vive guarantees in connection with the export to any coun- 
try of goods not being munitions of war, The guarantees 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.e. 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 


These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
Overseas customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
chango restrictions in the country of the buyer. 


Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 


Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
isked to give medium term credits of from one to five 
vears by purchasers of plant, machinery, ete., whether they 
be governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatiy facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees.
